Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claim 15, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a light source, the radiation of which is coupled in by means of a beam splitter 
between the field lens and an objective, wherein the objective, together with the field lens, 
simultaneously images all pupils of the microlens array onto the detector array, in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 28, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious generating an excitation light with an excitation hght source which is coupled in 
by means of a beam splitter between a field lens and an objective lens; and simultaneously 
imaging all pupils of the microlens array onto the detector array by means of said objective lens 
together with said field lens, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
